The charges grew out of M cN a­ 
mara’s activities as business agent

and structural iron workers union. 
McNamara, acc«»rdiag to the in­ 
dictment, threatened Fred Jungelaus, 
contra cor for tin* new Elks building 
here, in an attempt to force him to 
use iron workers in installing win- 
dow frames in the building. 
Five 
weeks 
after 
the 
allege«! 
threats, vandals entered the building 
and <li«l $10,000 damage to window 
frames and doors, which had been 
installed by members of the carpen­ 
ters’ union. 
The other counts* name other in­ 
stances in which McNamara is said 
to have threatened contractors who 
employed members of other unions 
who operated under tlie open shop 
plan.

the-world flight proves that no dis- j 
tanee is great enough to make ihej 
United States or any other country j 
immune from attack in time o t war. ’ i 
This was the answer

M ajor j 
General Mason M. Patrick, ( liict o i 
the T. S. Army Air Service, when the 
United Press asked him 
what was 
the chief military effect o f the world 
flight, 
“ The flight gives added proof of 
the great difficulty of transporting 
troops 
in surface vessels without 
attack from the air," Patrick con­ 
tinued. He called attention to a re­ 
cent White House statement that the 
♦light raises tlie question whether the 
United States could again transport 
an army a c r o s s the Atlantic, as in 
1917. 
Patrick emphasized that the flight 
demonstrated the commercial 
value 
of the airplane a s a practical means 
of transportation to any place on the 
globe. This, according to other army 
officers, 
will 
stimulate commercial 
earonaulics 
in 
the United 
States 
which is absolutely essential to air 
preparedness for war. 


Air preparedness, they 
say, de­ 
pends upon a large number of com­ 
mercial planes which can be con­ 
verted quickly into lighting machines, 
and upon many factories which can 
begin turning out war planes on a 
moment's notice. 


“ The world flight was a great pub­ 
licity stunt to arouse the American 
people to the value o f aeronautics, 
and we have put the idea across," 
according to an officer closely con­ 
nected with the flight. As a result, he 
predicted a boom in airplane building. 
Commercial competition will increase 
the number o f engineers working on 
aeronautical problems was the ca«o 
with the automobile.

when they landed in Washington were 
surprised to find how little the planes 
had deteriorated. They say the fabric 
wings and the bodies arc almost as 
good a s when the trip began, only 
tin* motors wear out. 
There was little chance to test the 
motor’s endurance because, whenever 
one part went had on the trip an en­ 
tirely newmo tor was substituted at 
the next base. This was quicker than 
attempting repairs. 
Leaking cylinders were in general 
responsible for most of the motor 
trouble and army experts have set lo 
work to find a remedy. They 
say, 
however, that a gasoline motor at 
best is realty too complicated 
for 
world flight. 
But they add, it will not be neces­ 
sary 
in the future for the planes 
which start to make the entire flight.

McNamara will face Judge A. Col-

Collins^ serving as police judge in 


April, 1911, turned the labor leader 
over to William J. Burns to be taken 
to California, where he was wanted 
in connection with the Llewcllyan 
Iron Works dynamiting.

General Patrick Tells United Press 


of Lessons Taught by Explcint of 


Army Fliers

TROOP SHIPS TM DANGER 


Proves no Distance is Great Enough 
to Make U. S. Immune From At- 


tack in Time of War

(U. P. Staff Correspondent) 


Washington, Oct. 9—"The round- 


the-world flight proves that no dis- 
tance is great enough to make this 
United States or any other country 
immune from attack in time of war." 


This was the answer o'f Ma.ior 


General Mason M. Patrick, Chief of 
theU. S. Army Air Service, when the 
United Press asked him what w-»s 
the chief military effect of the world 
flight. 


"The flight gives added proof of 


the great difficulty of* transporting 
troops' in -surface vessels without 
attack from the air," Patrick con- 
tinued. He called attention to a re- 
cent White House statement that .the 
flight raises the question whether the 
United Slates could again transport 
an army across the Atlantic, as in 
1917. 


Patrick emphasized that the flight 


demonstrated the commercial value 
of the airplane as a practical means 
of transportation to any place on the 
globe. This, according to ether army, 
officers, will 
stimulate commercial 


caronautics in the United 
States 


which is absolutely essential to air 
ireparedness for war. 


Air preparedness, they say, dc- 


>ends upon a large number of com- 
mercial planes which can be eon- 
verted quickly into fighting machines, 
and upon many factories which can 
begin turning out war planes on ft 
mome'iiPs notice. 


"The 
world flight was a great pub- 


licity stunt to arouse the American 
people to the value of aeronautics, 
and we have put the idea across," 
according to an officer closely con- 
nected with the flight. As a result, he 
predicted a boom in airplane building. 
Commercial competition will increase 
the number of engineers working on 
aeronautical problems was the case 
with the automobile. Then, if there 
is a war, America will have more and 
better planes thany any other coun- 
try, 
he concludes. 


It is believed that as a result of 


the flight, American manufacturers 
of commercial craft, who have been 
at a disadvantage in freight compe- 
tition, can now find a ready market 
for Americen machines abroad.

have worried and perplexed all sexes 
and all ages ever since the domstic 
difficulties of Adam and Eve are be- 
ing solved at the "habit clinic", for 
children conducted here by the Kan- 
sas Mental Hygiene Society. 


For instance there is the rnn-a- 


way-boy, the lazy boy, the suspicions 
wife who is constantly accusing her 
husband of infidelity, the cruel hus- 
band, the backward school child, the 
professional complaining invalid, the 
daughter who quarrels with her mo- 
ther,, the girl who insists upon stay- 
ing at the home of her chum every 
night, the youth who steals money 
from his father, the habitual drunk- 
ard, and the man who doesn't "feel 
like work." 


These and many others with many 


and diverse afflictions are weekly 
visitors at the '"habit clinic." Dr. 
Karl A. Menninger, psychiatrist, de- 
clares diagnosis and treatment of 
children will- remedy conditions which 
contribute to a large percent of the 
unhappiness 
of 
individuals 
and 


families in later life. 


Things 'arc not exactly as 'they 


should be or the Topeka clinic, the 
only of its kind in this part' of the 
country, would not have been es- 
tablished, Dr. Menninger said. 


If'John develops into a grouchy, 


morose, dyspeptic, people tap their 
heads and murmur, "Poor boy, he 
should have had more iron and enzy- 
mes when he, was a baby. 


When John throws a fit of jealousy 


and onurdors his wife because she 
smiled at the ice man his action is 
termed "pure ciissedness." 


Whereas if "Poor John" hid gone 


to a mental clinic when lie was a 
child he might have 1«'t'n eured of 
his mental habits and his tragedy in 
later life averted, the experts reason. 


The clinic deals in crime and noii- 


ropsychiatric class largely, but it is 
mnkihg a small beginning in the men- 
tal habit work with children.

inferiority complex. This feeling, he 
says, is often developed by thoughtr 
less parents, .ignorant of phychology, 
who constantly tell a child he is 
worthless, dumb • or slow, or 
who 


make derogatory comparisons of him 
with other children of the neighbor- 
hood. 


Dr. Menninger asserted parents 


could also learn much at habit clin- 
ics. 


The clinic does much with child- 


ren to help them overcome jealousy, 
tantrums'of temper, obstinacy and 
lying destructiveness. 


Mental illness in a family is the 


cause of divorce and of the upset of 
home, Dr. Menninger declares. A 
prerequisite to sane living is a heal- 
thy mind, he said.
